management has felt that to be 

awarded a Certificate of Public 
Convenience and Necessity to serve a 
community carries with it an obliga- 
tion to that community. National 
knows that the economy of the com- 
munity has a direct bearing on its 
own economy. Therefore, during its 
early days the airline endeavored to 
become a better citizen in each com- 
munity along its system. Local man- 
agers were prompt to join civic or- 
ganizations and take part in com- 
munity affairs. 

NAL’s first airfreight tariff was 
tiled in September of 1946. With ex- 
cellent service to every community, 
this very small freight business grew 
to such proportions that it became 
necessary to expand our fleet to in- 
clude two all-cargo type aircraft. 

Naturally, the acquisition of this new equipment opened 
a new field in airfreight for us. National was very careful 
to protect the shipper and the only embargoes or restric- 
tions placed on shipments were those that were absolutely 
necessary. We were determined to give the entire shipping 
public the best possible airfreight service. Freight of all 
types began to move over our line: race horses, live 
monkeys, king cobras and ship parts running as high as 
9700 pounds for a single piece shipment. 

Naturally, it would have been much easier to place 
restrictions on shipments so as to embargo the undesirable 
traffic, and take only the high revenue-return desirable 
freight. But in our belief that if we served every need of 
our shipper rather than take just his desirable traffic, he 
in turn would tender us all his airfreight business as well 
as his passenger travel. 

As our cargo business grew, we discovered that while 
we were able to generate vast amounts of freight south- 
bound there was very little available northbound traffic. 
Realizing the seriousness of this backhaul problem, 
National surveyed the field and saw that the best possi- 
bilities for northbound cargo lay in the perishable freight 
market. Many experimental trips were made with fresh 
cut flowers, beans, okra, strawberries and mangoes. We 
found that the above products took well to airfreight but 


= NATIONAL’S INCEPTION, its 


encountered much resistance from 
the shippers due to high freight rates. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board real- 
ized that the airlines were having dif- 
ficulty with their backhaul problem 
and amended their minimum rate 
order to allow specific directional 
commodity rates that were below the 
floor set forth in their minimum rate 
order. 

With the amended rates, our per- 
ishable cargo increased to a point 
where during certain months, Sire. 
ary through April, our backhaul 
problem no longer existed. This busi- 
ness consists almost wholly of gladi- 
olus, beans and okra. 

Last summer we were successful in 
moving large quantities of avocados, 
limes, mangoes and papaya. In fact, 
this movement met with such success 
that we anticipate at least a 100% 
increase in these products next summer. Due to the fine 
cooperation of the shippers, air carriers and the CAB, air 
cargo tonnage of a perishable nature has now grown to 
an estimated 25% to 27% of our total. 

Through the cooperation of our shippers, the CAB after 
studying the success of directional commodity rates has 
now extended this tariff for an indefinite period. 

During our experiments we have discovered markets 
for certain perishable cargo that would bear our regular 
airfreight tariff. The breeding and raising of tropical 
fish has become a major industry in South Florida. 

An interesting sidelight on tropical fish is the fact that 
not too long ago, shipment of tropical fish for any great 
distance was taboo. Many airlines embargoed this type 
of traffic due to the fact that if the cans were stacked im- 
properly or were allowed to be exposed to heat or cold, 
the fish would perish and claims would follow. National 
not only cautioned and educated its personnel as to the 
perishability of this commodity but worked very closely 
with the fish breeders on packaging methods. By this 
close cooperation, National has become one of the largest 
carriers of tropical fish and this business has grown from 
an experimental project to a regularly accepted mode of 
transportation that is profitable to National. As more and

Marketing Agricultural 
and Fishery Products

HE FAILURE of fruits and vege- 
Tistie to develop as air candidates 

leaves the study of transporting 
produce by air largely a question of 
potential traffic and the conditions 
necessary to its attainment. However, 
it should not be implied that nothing 
has been accomplished in this area dur- 
ing the past five or six years. On the 
contrary, much has been accomplished 
which may be used in analyzing the 
possibilities and problems of market- 
ing fresh produce by air. The mere 
fact that fruit and vegetable candidates 
have not developed as rapidly as ex- 
pected does not invalidate the early 
studies in this field. The failure of 
predicted traffic to materialize may be 
nothing more than an error in timing. 
On the other hand, it may indicate 
weaknesses in the studies and a failure 
to conduct proper research prior to the 
prediction of air cargo volume. It is 
also probable that unforeseen conditions 
may have arisen since the early studies 
were made. Therefore, it becomes the 
objective of the present chapter to 
examine the studies made, to determine 
the reason why fruits and vegetables 
have not developed as air candidates, 
and to consider the possibilities of fu- 
ture development. Flowers and sea- 
foods will be considered as examples 
of successful candidates, and compari- 
sons will be made to show why these 


products have succeeded as candidates 
in contrast to the failure of fruits and 
vegetables. 


Early Studies 


The pioneer study in the marketing 
of fresh fruits and vegetables by air 
was made under the direction of Dr. 
Spencer A. Larsen of Wayne University, 
in 1943. Edward S. Evans, president of 
Evans Products Company in Detroit, 
established a grant for the purpose of 
air cargo research. Dr. Larsen and his 
associates, aided by this grant, con- 
ducted the study which was published 
under the title, “Air Cargo Potential in 
Fresh Fruits and Vegetables.” The ob- 
jectives of the study were to determine 
those fruits and vegetables that might 
move by air and the volume that could 
be expected to move at various rates. 
The study was published early in 1944 
and attracted wide attention among 
those interested in air transportation, 
and it is still widely quoted in discus- 
sions pertaining to the air shipment oi 
produce. 

The findings of the study, in respect 
to air cargo potential, are summarized 
in Table V-1. The potential was esti- 
mated in relation to various ton-mile 
rates for air cargo, and it was predicted 
that, with a ton-mile rate of 7 cents, 
approximately 2% of the gross traffic 
in fresh fruits and vegetables would

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move by air transportation. At a ton- 
mile rate of 5 cents the potential was 
estimated at about 6%. Although at the 
time this study was made the lowest 
cargo rates were approximately 21 cents 
per ton-mile, aviation authorities were 
predicting airport-to-airport air trans- 
portation costs in the immediate post- 
war period as low as 5 cents per ton- 
mile. Needless to say, rates this low 
have not been realized. 


The Larsen study further revealed the 
kinds of fruits and vegetables that were 
expected to become air candidates as 
the ton-mile cargo rates diminished. 
Tables V-2 and V-3 indicate the ex- 
pected movement at varying rates. An 
examination of these tables reveals 
strawberries as a leading fruit candi- 
date at rates of 15 cents through 5 cents 
per ton-mile. Other leading candidates 
are peaches, plums, grapes, and canta- 
loupes. Note the prediction that 
oranges, grapefruit and lemons will not 
become important candidates  uatil 
cargo rates of 3 cents per ton-mile are 
reached. This is not in harmony with 
the air cargo exponents who emphasize 
the possibilities of air cargo in market- 
ing tree-ripened fruit. 

Among the vegetable candidates 
tomatoes, beans, lettuce, and asparagus 
rank high. At rates from 15 cents per 
ton-mile through 3 cents per ton-mile. 
tomatoes rank as a leading candidate. 
This would seem to emphasize the pref- 
erence of the market for vine-ripened 
tomatoes. Green beans and lettuce as 
candidates also reflect the preference 
for fresher produce. 


The accuracy of the study in deter- 
mining the relative importance of fruit 
and vegetable candidates has not been 
tested since the rates have not declined 
to the levels shown in the tables. Some 
time back, directional rates have 
dropped as low as 8 cents per ton-mile, 
but statistics have not been made avail- 
able showing the effect on produce 
traffic. Apparently the study was cor- 
rect in ranking strawberries as the num-

EEING Paris from the air is a thrill- 
ing sight. Especially at night, 
when the rest of the earth is black, 

and this huge, glistening form that is 
Paris slowly spreads out from under 
the airplane’s wing and lies upon the 
earth like a white veil. No approach 
but this can so preserve the spirit of 
Paris as it is popularly imagined or do 
it so much justice. Down there lies the 
City of Light, part legend, part ro- 
mance, and all beautiful. So much has 
legend and romance become a part of 
the popular conception of Paris that 
the business world seems more remote

than the moon and in no way con- 
nected with that fabulous place. 

In this, popular conception is par- 
tially wrong. Paris is not only the city 
of wide boulevards and sidewalk cafes 
that travelers know. It has its business 
side to, like any major metropolis, and 
like any major metropolis is also air- 
minded, but of course, in its own way. 
Take air cargo as an example. 

Air cargo handling remains constant 
from place to place and from one coun- 
try to another. The basic procedure re- 
mains the same: load, unload, store, 
deliver; but the conditions in each 
country alter the aspect of air cargo. 
In the United States, for instance, a 
good percentage of the cargo flown 
starts and finishes within the country’s 
own borders. In France this is rarely 
the case. Air cargo developed in France 
generally ends up in Africa. The coun- 
try’s activities therefore are primarily 
international in character, and it is this 
character that makes the airfreight set- 
up at Paris different than it is in New 
York. 

One major difference lies in the fact 
that approximately 85% of the freight 
that Air France handles in Paris has to 
deal with customs because so little of it 
originates in France. In the United 
States. of course, this percentage is 
considerably lower. 

France has only one major airline: 
Air France. whose system stretches 
across all the seas and touches all the 
continents of the world. Thus, by actual 
mileage, Air France is the longest air- 
line in the world, covering all of 130,- 
000 miles of regular routes throughout 
the length and breadth of the globe. 
Almost all of the cargo the carrier 
handles in these many areas of the 
world finds its way back to Paris. Air 
cargo originating in Europe, Africa or 
Asia for the most part lands at Le 
Bourget, one of the two airports that 
service the French capital. Cargo com- 
ing over the Atlantic from the Amer- 
icas generally lands at Orly. Virtually 
all airfreight coming to or leaving 
Paris via Air France goes through the 
central freight office known as l’Agence 
Poissoniere. 

In effect, Air France has three cargo 
terminals in Paris, each fully equipped 
for the job of handling airfreight in the 


at [Panis 


most expeditious manner possible; two 
airports and one central agency. It is 
the agency, Poissoniere, to which air- 
freight is delivered for consolidation 
prior to transshipment. It is also, in 
many cases, the starting and ending 
point for air cargo; the beginning or 
the end of a long journey by air. 

A company that flies more than 24,- 
854,800 ton miles of freight per year, 
as Air France does, must, of necessity, 
comprise a vast technical organization 
that can effect the movement of such 
large amounts of property over so large 
an area of the globe. It must, further- 
more, specialize in such activity, apart 
from its other considerations, and em- 
ploy specialists without whom no im- 
portant activity can be accomplished 
with so much efficiency, or even devel- 
oped to such proportions. 

Air France itself has been assigned 
by the French government to the full 
exploitation of aviation services in the 
national interest. Its mission is, pri- 
marily, the solidification of connecting 
links between France itself and her 
possessions—l’Union Francaise—in Af- 
rica and Asia. For France, like most 
European nations at present is a world 
power mainly through the strength of 
its possessions more than through the 
wealth within its own boundaries. To 
aid in the exploitation of local and 
colonial resources, to contribute to the 
prestige and the economic life of the 
nation through its international ser- 
vices, these are the two main reasons 
for the existence of the airline, which 
reasons approximate those of any coun- 
try actively and earnestly interested in 
the progress of, and the benefits de- 
rived from air transportation. The ex- 
tension of the airline’s routes into 
France’s great possessions has brought 
about the creation of industrial and 
commercial bases in Asia and Africa 
necessary for the intensive exploitation 
of formerly untapped resources. Con- 
siderable wealth through the greater 
use of these resources end the creation 
of new markets, so largely attained by 
the activities of Air France, has flowed 
back to a grateful mother country that 
had suffered enormously during World 
War II. This wealth could not have 
been attained without air transporta- 
tion, which has penetrated into regions 
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POISSONIERE: in the heart of 
Paris, stands the central airfreight office 
through which most of the cargo con- 
signed to Air France moves. Situated 
in the Rue de Faubourg Poissoniére, 
which gives the office its name, 
building itself dates all the way back to 
1795, when it was known as the Hofel 
Chéret. Now a busy airfreight station, 
Poissoniére stands virtually in a zone of 
intense commercial activity similar to 
the area at South Ferry in New York. 


Though an historic structure, situated 
in an equally historic quarter of Paris— 
the French painter Corot, died a few 
houses from there, the French poet, 
Sully-Prudhomme, was born nearby, and 
the famous Folies-Bergere is situated a 
few blocks away, on Rue Richer—the 
agency is fully equipped for the expedi- 
tious handling of virtually all kinds of 
airfreight. court is continually 
spotted with trucks—camionettes—de- 
livering or removing freight. Inside the 
‘hotel’, where the cargo is sorted and 
consolidated, stand the usual roller- 
conveyor belts, scales, electric trucks, 
customs office and attendants. Here the 
airline's clients can fill out all the neces- 
sary documents and obtain whatever 
information they desire while the cargo 
handlers, in their usual prompt manner, 
go about their tasks of weighing, mov- 
ing, ing, or unloading feight des- 
tined for all of the six continents, or 
perhaps merely ending a long journey 
by airfreight in Paris. 


where roads were never built and will 
not be built; for the construction of 
highways through jungles and over 
mountains are far more expensive than 
the maintenance of a single airfield set 
in similar surroundings. For this rea- 
son, Air France has created modern 
terminals in even the most backward of 
areas, substituting modern installations 
for ancient and insufficient equipment, 
and even now, maintaining the life 
blood of France’s possessions through 
the flying of men and materials into the 
still dark regions of the world. 

Paris, one of the world’s most beau- 
tiful and celebrated cities, where cul- 
ture and gayety reach impressive 
heights and Air France’s headquarters 
are situated, is the hub in this wheel of 
commerce whose stronger spokes ex- 


LE BOURGET: Almost blasted into 
oblivion by the Germans during World 
War Il, this, the older of the two air- 
ports near Paris is gradually growin 
in importance as an air cargo terminal. 
It is here that Air France acts as freight 
agent for virtually all the larger Euro- 
pean airlines save BEA. Maintenance 
and loading for the other airlines are 
also performed here by Air France. Air- 
freight assigned to the French airline, 
and either going to or coming from 
other sections of Europe or the Union 
Francaise, which affords the airline its 
greatest volume of airfreight traffic, for 
the most part goes through Le Bourget. 

ie new administration building 
shown above, with its figures of the 
world's three dominant races: white, 
black and yellow, adorning the entrance, 
makes the airport appear deceptively 
modern. Actually, Le Bourget was the 
scene of several important events in 
aviation history. It was here that Lind- 
bergh landed on his historic flight from 
New York to Paris in 1927, and it 
was from here that the first successful 
Paris to New York flight was made. 
Now its hangars, work-shops, garages, 
etc., all serve the airport ably in its 
new function as cargo terminal from 
which point the products of Europe are 
flown to the stil backward regions of 
the world. 

From all indications, it appears that 
Le Bourget will eventually S reserved

tend down through Asia and Africa. 
Paris’ three great terminals at one time 
or another hold air cargo destined for 
every quarter of the globe. But though 
the routes are extensive, procedure for 
expediting the movement of airfreight 
at Paris is amazingly simple. Leave it 
to the French to unite simplicity and 
quality to get the maximum of service. 
It is generally agreed in Paris as in 
New York or Rome or any great city, 
that merchandise consigned to air ship- 
ping should not be delayed by formal- 
ities and made to lose the gain that fly- 
ing gives it. One solution calls for 
greater cooperation between customs 
and the cargo handlers, such as Air 
France has in a large measure effected 
in France, as an aid in this respect. 
The general procedure at Paris as re- 
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ORLY: Merely a civilian flying field 
before World War II, Orly owes both 
its present size and aspect to the Ger- 
mans, Greatly expanded during the 
Occupation, and also greatly damaged, 
the airport now presents a new and 
shining appearance where once there 
had been just rubble. This is the airport 
where cargo flying into Paris from over 
the Atlantic, and some from Africa, 
lands. The modern terminal building 
(see above) is the airport's most im- 
posing structure, the rest consisting of 
Air France's big warehouse and smaller 
buildings devoted to machine shops, 
garages, the keeping of shipping docu- 
ments, etc. 

Situated out past Paris’ suburbs and 
amidst the neat, fresh meadows charac- 
teristic of the French farmlands, the 
airport is considered one of the most 
active in Air France's system. Also one 
of the most useful, Orly is not lacking 
in personnel who know how to expedite 
shipments in the best possible manner. 
All the necessary functions related to 
air cargo handling —loading, sorting, 
customs, etc.—are attended to by an 
efficient group of men operating an ef- 
ficient system that minimizes delays on 
air shipments. 

Yet the airport is mainly a passenger 
base. Airfreight landing here consists of 
the smaller items that best fit into com- 
bination cargo-passenger transports, like 
Air France's Constellations, flown almost 
exclusively by the airline over the North 
Atlantic segment of its system. 


gards customs is geared to the speed of 
air shipping. Airfreight such as perish- 
able foods, animals, film, newspapers, 
etc., items requiring haste are given 
particular attention; the very nature of 
such cargo warrants it. When these 
land at either of the airports, they are 
immediately cleared by customs and 
speeded to Paris. For cargo such as 
this, customs declarations are signed 
after the goods have left the airport 
bound either for the office at Pois- 
soniere or perhaps, if required, trans- 
ferred directly to Le Bourget from 
Orly. Generally, the declarations for 
‘perishables’ are signed within 24 hours 
of their arrival. For other types of car- 
go, the routine, is just about as quick. 
Except for the greater emphasis placed

on the use of customs in France, the 
procedure differs hardly at all from the 
way imports are handled in the United 
States. Papers, such as customs decla- 
rations, are obtained directly from 
Poissoniere, and the merchandise is 
listed in triplicate. Records of the ship- 
ments at Orly are kept for a period of 
three years. Should some difficulty arise 
with customs concerning the shipment, 
the records are then kept for 30 years. 
These can be seen by special permis- 
sion in the small hutments that line one 
side of the airport. 

Cargo coming from the transports 
are brought immediately into a depot. 
Service for transshipping the goods 
from Orly to Le Bourget is maintained 
three times a day. The rest, if bound 
for Paris goes to Poissoniere, from

which point, if bound for the French 
provinces, it is taken to the proper rail- 
road terminal. 

Actually, there is little airfreighting 
carried on inside France itself, and so 
most cargo bound for the provinces 
goes by rail. As Claude Pasty, adju- 
tant to the general manager at [Agence 
Poissoniere, explains it, (Pasty is a 
tall, gaunt, rather serious young man 
who understands the general transpor- 
tation picture in France extremely 
well) distances within the country are 
too short for flight. Helicopters might 
be the economical answer, and al- 
though the problem has been studied, 
no results are available. Besides, he 
admits, helicopters would still have to 
beat the very efficient French railroad 
system—one of the best in the world— 


in order to prove valuable to shippers. 
Considering these factors, helicopters 
or any other form of transportation by 
air servicing France alone, might prove 
superfluous in a country of that size in 
which there is, as Pasty says, very little 
freight movement of any kind. Most of 
the freight there consists of mail and 
newspapers; the rest is generally inter- 
national in nature, that is, transoceanic. 

Besides the working arrangement Air 
France enjoys with the customs office 
concerning ‘perishables’, the airline has 
another with the post office. This one 
in particular is to aid the shipper of 
small packages. In France, packages 
weighing from 614 to 44 pounds need 
not go through the post office prior to 
air shipping. but may be brought di- 
rectly to Air France, either by the ship- 
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per himself (and the location at Pois- 
soniere makes this especially feasible) 
or by the railroad. Letters and small 
parcels treated as letters—that is, 
weighing from a few ounces up to 644 
pounds—must go through the post 
office. 


HE EMPHASIS ON CARGO handled by 

Air France has recently shifted. 
not from Poissoniere; volume and ac- 
tivity there being fairly stable, but from 
Orly to Le Bourget. Despite the spa- 
cious depot, with its store room for 
gold and other valuables, and the many 
hutments, Orly, as an airfreight ter- 
minal, is slowly losing ground to Le 
Bourget. For instance, Orly handles 


fume, valuable skins and minerals— 
pass through this place where Lind- 
bergh had ended his historic flight 
back in 1927. 

If cargo transportation over the 
North Atlantic is highly competitive 
both with surface transportation as 
well as among the airlines themselves, 
as it is also in Europe, it is consider- 
ably less competitive over the Mediter- 
ranean and the Middle East, great por- 
tions of which belong to France and 
are served by its airline. The carrier’s 
activities in these remoter branches of 
its routes are increasing. According to 
Peter Bacos, Inspector for Freight in 
Union Francaise, new lines are going

about 900 tons of airfreight per month 
(about 300 tons during the seasonal 
summer slack). However, approxi- 
mately 200 tons of the freight origi- 
nally meant for Orly has been switched 
to Le Bourget. Since the greater vol- 
nme of Air France’s freight activities 
concern Africa, and Orly’s traffic is 
largely transatlantic, the shifting of 
cargo tends to indicate that Le Bourget 
will someday be a great freight termi- 
nal while Orly will be reserved mainly 
for passengers. For Orly’s ties with 
Paris are largely spiritual, being more 
completely concerned with the tourists 
and pleasure seekers who go to Paris 
for the excitement and the romance 
that abounds there. From out of Le 
Bourget goes most of the material sus- 
taining remote Africa and Asia—food 
from France and Europe, pharmaceuti- 
cals, clothing—as well as exotic mate- 
rials from those regions—herbs for per- 
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to Madagascar, French Somaliland and 
the Marechal Islands, as well as to 
Casablanca, Abidjan, Bamako, Brazza- 
ville and Dakar, to name a few. Many 
of these places. Bacos explains in his 
office on the Champs Elysees, such as 
Fort Lamy, depend almost entirely on 
airfreight for sustenance inasmuch as 
there are no railroads at all between 
that point located almost in central 
\frica and the sea. 

These lines, all stemming from Paris 
and interweaving in Africa, are served 
with great frequency, and many with 
all-cargo service, French Equatorial 
Africa being the only area in which 
all-cargo flights are flown by Air 
France. The line from Paris to Dakar is 
flown seven times a week, from Paris to 
French Indo-China five times a week; 
intermediate points are served with 
varying frequency. To Madagascar, the 
carrier consistently flies the smaller 


luxury items—perfumes, shoes, etc., as 
well as food. This island, Bacos says, 
is known as one of the busiest places in 
all of the carrier’s network, and em- 
ploys an extensive airline network with- 
in itself for the air shipping of any- 
thing from watches to cars. 

To Djibouti, the carrier flies mostly 
food. To Abidjan, textiles and dairy 
products, etc. The products that make 
for civilization drain down toward the 
Dark Continent and over to Asia, some 
of it trickling into Australia and Nou- 
mea, too. And back to France itself go 
many of the raw materials for those 
products; ylang-ylang, an herb for 
making expensixe perfume, cotton for 
France’s textile industry, tobacco, rice, 
precious ores, crocodile skins. Via air 
cargo, Africa sends its raw goods, and 
France repays with finesse: delicate 
wines, liquors, foods, fashions, beads 
for the natives—all in abundant vol- 
ume for the mutual enrichment of these 
remote lands. All-cargo DC-3s and 4s 
are generally used on these flights. 

As Bacos points out, Air France’s 
greatest trafic in this region is cen- 
tered on Madagascar. However, this is 
rivalled by a transmediterranean line 
that extends from Paris to Casablanca. 
Albert Miroux, General Inspector of 
Freight for the airline’s Mediterranean 
area, considers this line the busiest for 
air cargo in this sector, with the Paris- 
Orin-Tunis line running a close second. 
He also notes that there is heavy traf- 
fic from Lyons, Bordeaux and Nice to 
Casablanca as well. Nice is important 
as a flower center, and the airline is 
currently trying to develop the flower 
trafic from the point westward to New 
York and Montreal, mostly with 
mimosa. Over these routes are carried 
fresh foods—grapes. cherries, and so 
on— technical equipment, machinery, 
drugs, small autos, textiles and other 
manufactured products, while up from 
North Africa are flown slaughtered 
sheep for meat, shrimp, flowers, carpets 
and leathers. The DC-4 is used on most 
of these flights, while in the winter, 
Constellations with Speedpaks attached 
are also flown, but to French Morocco 
only. The Breguet Deux Pont—12 have 
already been ordered—is planned for 
flights to Algeria and Tunisia. This new 
aircraft will be used mainly for air- 
freight. 

Africa is becoming increasingly im- 
portant to the French airline since the 
end of the war. Miroux claims that air 
cargo is being pushed increasingly in 
this sector. Where ships come back 
mostly empty, Air France’s planes, he 
says, are finding little directional dif- 
ference. That, and the fact that there

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NWA Adds Cargo Flights 


ST. PAUL—Since a considerable quan- 
tity of scheduled all-cargo flights have 
been started or re-introduced over the 
North Atlantic, the start of a similar ser- 
vice over the Pacific Ocean seemed des- 
tined to follow as a matter of course. 
That is exactly what has happened. North- 
west Airlines has begun the first, and so 
far the only scheduled all-cargo service 
from New York to the Orient. 

For this service, NWA has put specially 
modified DC-4 equipment with large double 
doors and 12,000 pounds load capacity into 
use. According to Louis A. Cholot, the 
carrier’s veteran eastern cargo sales man- 
ager, the increased service is in response 
to the demand for cargo space between 
those points mentioned in addition to that 
provided by the airline’s regularly sched- 
uled passenger flights. 

Flight 815, the New York-Tokyo service, 
leaves Idlewild on Thursday and reaches 
Tokyo Monday morning. Flight 816, the 
return trip, leaves Tokyo each Friday, and 
teachts New York the following Tuesday 
morning. Space aboard the cargo DC-4, 
says Cholot, is by reservation only. 


Adds All-Cargo Service 


NEW YORK—Pan American World Air- 
ways has expanded its transatlantic all- 
cargo service as of September and extended 
it to the Middle East. This additional ser- 
vice, flown once a week in a DC-4, takes 
airfreight from New York to London, Brus- 
sels, Frankfurt, Istanbul and Beirut. With 
this service, Pan Am now flies twice weekly 
one-plane all cargo service, the other in a 
DCA, over the North Atlantic. 

In Chicago, Pan Am’s cargo department 
manager, Hines, is presenting a 
course on air cargo transportation at the 


Latm American Institute. This course at- 


tests further to the growing success and 
importance of air cargo. 


B-29 is 10! 


SEATTLE—Almost coincident with the 
start of this magazine was the first flight, 
10 years ago of Boeing’s famous bomber, 
the B-29. The Superfortress more than 
doubled the weight of the company’s earlier 
B-17 Flying Fortress, and had almost twice 
the power. To a nation at war, as we were 
back in 1942, these factors helped in de- 
veloping the air superiority we needed to 
win the war. Now 10 years old, the B-29 
has been superceded by stil] bigger bomb- 
ers, but it is still far from outmoded, and 
its war record is destined to keep its fame 
alive for years to come. 


Extends Directional Rates 


CHICAGO — Low directional airfreight 
rates on eastbound shipments flown by 
United Air Lines have been extended by 
the Civil Aeronautics Board. Established in 
1949 to balance eastbound and westbound 
volumes, the rates originally were supposed 
to have expired by September 1.

About 2000 machine parts 
were urgently needed, and these were flown 
in what is considered “the most difficult air 
transport operation carried out to date in 
Scandinavia.” To perform this feat, charter

Delays were caused by 
fuel rationing and the need to get a visa 
quickly for a Danish engineer. Nevevrthe- 
less, the flight was made in 48 hours, the 
cargo flying by way of Marseilles, Malta, 
Nicosia and Baghdad. 


‘Sky Trains’ To Haul Cargo 


SYDNEY—A new concept in air cargo 
hauling has been devised that may shortly 
be put into use. This is the use of ‘sky 
trains’—six gliders in a row towed by a 
specially designed plane. Each glider in the 
‘train’ will carry airfreight and will have a 
pilot who can unhook his craft and steer it 
to its destination. Butler Air Transport, 
Ltd. has already applied for « license.

Deux Ponts. Besides the more extensive 
development of its routes, Air France 
has considerable work to do in Paris 
itself. Quick and efficient though its 
cargo handling may be at its three ter- 
minals, there are some further improve- 
ments currently under way, or still to 
be made, that will add to this efficiency. 
Le Bourget’s cargo facilities are being 
improved at present in the form of a 
more permanent and larger cargo 
building.
